The effect of snch n law will naturally 
bt,to train up skillful and competent 
artisans. The skill and ingenuity of 
Anerican mechanics kni long been our 
boast, bnt the uatno workmen of to-day 
M a class arc inferior to those of twenty 
)TMf» ago. If tho truth could b* nscer- 
talned it wonld doubtless be found that, 
M a general thing, tho boat mechanics in 
this oountr} lo-day learned their trades 
In Europe. 
The average 
American 


youth Is so precocious that, after six 
months' or • year's work at any trad*, 
IM 1* folly prep rsd, in his own estima- 
tion, to reeeivc the wages of a jounwy- 
•ua of life-long experience. As a re- 
toH, onr trades arc overran with incom- 
petent mechanic*—men who could not 
kold situations in any country, except 
this. Bnt the moat senoas result ha* 
bem th* f*ellng of opposition to ap- 
ptentice*. which has bccom* general 
with employers, nntit It i* almost im- 
potttbi* for a boy to obtain • chance to 
lawn a trade. It is to b* hoped that th*
